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Russians Boycott 
Berlin Talks In U.N. 


SayEast-West 
Issue Abuses 
U. N. Charter 


Paris, Oct. 5—(AP)—Fiery 
Andrei Vishinsky announced 
today Russia will boycott the 
Berlin debate in the 
United 
Nations Security Council. 


He demanded the floor and 
disclosed his decision immé- 
diately after the council voted 
9 to 2 to hear full details of the 
East-West dispute over Berlin. 


Vishinsky, the Soviet deputy for- 
eign minister, left up in the air the 
question of whether he would be 
present when the council resumes its 
meetings tomorrow. 
Made Position Clear 


Smiling broadly at newsmen who 
pressed for his plans, he said: 


"I made my 
position 
perfectly 
clear. That is, I em not going to take 
part in deliberations on this ques- 
tion." 


"Do you mean you will not attend 
—there Is a difference between at- 
tend and take part," one reporter 
queried. 


"I see no difference" Vishinsky 
replied. 


Vishinsky and Dmitri Z. Manuil- 
sky, foreign minister for the Soviet 
Ukraine, voted alone against 
the 
other members of the council in the 
decision to hear the Berlin debate. 
The United States, Britain, Prance, 
China, Syria, Argentina, Colombia, 
Belgium and Canada were in favor. 
Sums Up Arguments 


Then, in a short statement to the 
tense council, Vishinsky summed up 
his arguments that the council dé- 
cision was illegal and the Berlin 
crisis should be.handled by the four- 
power Council of Foreign Ministers 
In a calm voeie and without ges- 
tures, he announced the decision to 
boycott: 


"The delegation of the U.S.S.R. 
wishes to state, in the name of the 
government of the U.S.S.R., that the 
adoption by the majority of the Se- 
curity Council of the present item 
for consideration constitutes a vio- 
lation of Article 107 of the charter, 
according to which such a question 
should be decided by the powers re- 
sponsible for the occupation of Ger- 
many. 


"This question should not have 
been handed to the Security Coun- 
cil. Accordingly, the Soviet delega- 
tion declares that it will not partici- 
pate in the consideration of the Ber- 
lin question in the Security Council." 


Then he sat back, adjusted the 
papers on his desk, end waited for 
the council to go ahead. He did not 
walk out, and no member of his dele- 
gation made any motion to leave.

Albany, N. Y., Oct. 5—{£">—Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey's top advised on 
foreign affairs told him today that 
United States relations with Rus- 
sia are more critical now than at 
any time since the war. This view 
of the tense world 
situation was 
presented to the republican pres- 
idential nominee by John 
Foster 
Dulles, a U. S. delegate 
to

United Nations General Assembly, 
it was learned tonight on excellent 
authority. 


Dulles conferred with Dewey for 
Ihree and a half "hours this after- 
afternoon after flying from Paris, 
where he has been attending the 


VU. N. assembly sessions and partic- 
ipating in discussions of the Ber- 
, iin blockade crisis. 


The only public statement .after 
the conference was one by Dewey 
saying that he and Duller had dis- 
cussed the "current interntionl sit- 


Cincinnati, Oct. 5—{IP)—John L. 
Lewis 
opened 
the 
United 
Mine 
Workers convention today with a 
personal attack on President Tru- 
man, but he withheld direct endorse- 
ment of republican candidate Thom- 
as 5. Dewey in the presidential cam- 
paign. 


Lewis had Indicated in advance 
he would criticize Mr. Truman, who 
used court injunctions to halt coal 
strikes in 1946 and 1948. 


The 3000 delegates, some of them 
equiped with noise makers, cheered 
as Lewis berated the president. Four 
bands participated in a demonstra- 
tion for the union leader, both be- 
fore and after his speech. 


"lt devolves on you," he said to 
the delegates, "to 
do 
something 
about it when you have a. chance to 
say who shall toe toe next president 
of the United States." 


Of Mr. Truman, Lewis said: 
"He is a man totally unfitted for 
the position. 
His principles 
are 
elastic. 
He is careless' with 
the 
truth." 


"He is a malignant, scheming sort 
of an individual who is dangerous 
not enly to the United Mine Work- 
ers, but dangerous to the United 
States of America."

Lueas Attacks 
Dewey In Atomic 
Energy Statement 


Rockford, 111., Oct. 5—(/P)—Sena- 
tor Lucas (D-H1.) said tonight that 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey "is lined up 
with the selfish group which is de- 
termined to extract limitless profit 
from the atom." 


Lucas attacked the GOP presi- 
dential nominee's recent statements 
on development of atomic energy. 
In a State Democratic 
campaign 
speech prepared for delivery at a 
Rockford rally, Lucas snid: 


"The best Indication that Gover- 
nor Dewey is in the hands of those 
who would gorge themselves with 
profits from the fruits of atomic 
research is his suggestion that the 
most marvelous scientific discovery 
of the 20th Century be turned over 
for exploitation to selfish groups at 
the expense of the whole country. 


"As long as I remain in the Sen- 
ate, I shall resist every move which 
would turn the unfettered control 
of the atomic energy program over, 
either to the military or to private 
industry, or to any group which is 
not exclusively civilian."

death today for treason. 


Federal Judge William C. Mathes 
sentenced Kawakita to die in the 
lethal 
gas chamber. The 
neatly- 
dressed defendant stood expression- 
less In the court room as he heard 
himself given the extreme penalty. 


Hie convicted man's mother, Mrs. 
Tose Kawakita, who was sitting in 
the courtroom, buried her face in a 
handkerchief 
after 
sentence 
was 
pronounced. 


Te judgment of death followed a 
day of argument in which Kawa- 
kita's counsel sought to have the 
verdict of guilty set aside on grounds 
that coercion and undue Influence 
had been exerted upon the jury. 


The 
black-robed 
federal 
judge, 
speaking before he pronounced sen- 
tence, said Kawakita's 
crime 
"is 
against the country of his birth and 
not against a few prisoners of war." 


"Throughout history, treason al- 
ways has been the most abhorred 
crime," said Judgje| Mathes. "A-mur- 
derer violates a few, a traitor vio- 
lates all. His life, | if spared, would 
not be worth living." 


The federal Jurist referred to the 
fact that while Kawakita was serv- 
ing an an interpreter in a Japanese 
prisoner of war camp, some 700 U. S. 
servicemen of Japanese 
parentage 
gave up their lives for America. 


Kawakita's attorney immediately 
served notice of appeal.

Vishinsky then proceeded to reply 
to the speech made' e&rlier-4ijr.^D 
Khouri explaining why Syria would 
vote against the Soviet Union on 
the proposal to place Berlin on the 
council's agenda.

Washington, Oct. 5 — (£>) — The 
Wfcite House announced late today 
that President Truman has called 
Secretary of State Marshall home 
from the United Nations meeting in 
Paris to report on the international 
situation. 


Marshall will make his report Sat- 
urday. 


The announcement came as the 
President was preparing 
La leave 
Washington tomorrow on an election 
campaign 
tour 
through 
Pennsyl- 
vania,. New Jersey, New York and 
Delaware. 
He will cut short 
the 
tour by one day to meet Marshall 
here. 


The announcement coincided with 
a meeting between Governor Thomas 
E. Dewey, Republican 
presidential 
nominee, and his top foreign policy 
advisor, John Poster Dulles. 
Dulles, 
who flew back from Paris yesterday, 
was reported to have told Dewey in 
Albany that American relations with 
Russia are more critical now that 
at any time since the war. 


The White House announcement 
did not disclose what the President 
desires to discuss with Marshall, al- 
though the Berlin crisis and 
the 
critical conflict between Russia 
and 
the western powers in the United 
Nations sessions at Paris appeared 
certain topics of their talks. 


Neither did White House officials 
or 
State 
Department 
informants 
hint at any changes in American 
foreign policy as a result of the ses- 
sion between the President and his 
Secretary of State. 


Stevenson Blasts 
State Department 
Of Conservation 


Glen Ellyn, 111., Oct. 5 — (ff) — 
Adlai 
E. 
Stevenson, 
Democratic 
candidate for governor, charged to- 
day the Illinois conservation depart- 
ment is "a pay-roller's paradise and 
a grafter's gaming ground." 


In a campaign speech, Stevenson 
said that Governor Dwight H. Green,

"That's a precise' description of 
the conservation department today," 
Stevenson said.

"But I'm glad to hear Livingston 
Osborne, the director of the depart- 
ment, deny that there are more game 
wardens in some counties than rab- 
bits. 
I wish he would explain why 
the state paid 10 times the appraised 
value for the Wolf Lake Property 
and why some public funds got mis- 
placed in the Lee county purchase." 


Berlin, Oct. 5—(/P)—Soviet copies 
of the American superfortress were 
reported In Germany for the first 
time today. 


Lt. Martin Von Rosenberg of New 
York, a former B-29 pilot, said he 
recognized Soviet versions of 
the 
giant four-engined plane flying high 
over Berlin's western air corridor. 
The planes were in formation with 
attack bombers which looked like 
American 
A-20's 
and 
presumably 
were participating in air maneuvers. 


His report coincided with these 
other developments^ 


1. A high allied air officer, who 
asked to remain unidentified, said 
the Russians have about 4,500 planes 
in the eastern zone, of which 1,600 
are front line combat planes. 


2. The Russians announced 
that 
their parachute troops were making 
practice jumps from 2,500 feet in the 
Buckeberg-Berlin corridor ured by 
British-American airlift crews. Air- 
lift planes usually fly at 7,000 feet 
or more. 
x 3. The Americans brushed aside a 
complaint by the Russians of last 
week end which listed more than 700 
alleged violations of air safety rules 
by British and American airlift fliers. 
MaJ. Gen. George Hays, U.S. deputy 
military governor, said In a 50-word 
reply that the whole complaint was 
"in error." 


Von Rosenberg said the Russian- 
model B-29 formation flight did not. 
hinder the airlift nor attempt to 
harass It. He said other pilots also 
saw the planes. 


The senior air officer who told of 
Soviet flying strength in Germany 
said the bulk of the fleet consisted 
of low-level attack fighter bombers. 
They are improved versions of the 
Stormovik which the Russians used 
efectdvely In ground support work 
against the Germans, he commented. 


The figure of 4,500 is believed to be 
about 10 times the available Ameri- 
can aircraft in Germany. 


No airlift pilot was able tc- con- 
firm that the Russians actually held 
parachute practice in the air cor 
ridor,. 
The Russians announced in 
mid-morning that the practice would 
start immediately. 
At' 11:20 a.m. 
they' notified the four-power 
air 
center that the jumping had ended. 


More than 100 days old, the air- 
lift so far has resulted in three fatal 
crashes which took nine lives. 
This 
rate is about 20 per cent below the 
world-wide average for the air force. 


Barrett Accuses 
Peoria Officials 
Of'Smear'Methods 


Chicago, O c t . 5 — A t t o r n e y 
General George P. Barrett today ac- 
cused officials of the Peoria Associ- 
ation of Commerce of using 
the 
state's Investigation of Peoria gamb- 
ling conditions to aid a "partisan 
political smear campaign." 


The officials, he said, are "har- 
rassing" his office and attempting to 
"embarrass and impede" his investi- 
gation. 


The 
attorney general 
said 
they 
spoke of gambling conditions in pub- 
lic and either denied they existed or 
denied any knowledge of them in 
private. 


Barrett's remarks were contained 
in a blistering reply to charges of 
the association that the state's in- 
vestigation of alleged vice, gambling 
and corruption in Peoria county is 
"headed up whitewash alley." 


"I say to you that you are babbling 
out of the depths of your ignorance," 
Barrett said in a letter to Edward 
P. Keefer, Jr., association president. 


Barrett said the investigation was 
ordered in response to the request 
of the association president and di- 
rectors. In their petition, he added, 
they spoke of conditions of "vice 
and gambling" which "have and are 
seriously damaging the interests of 
all the people of greater Peoria."

The eye of the storm "should past 
very near or directly over Miami," 
forecasters said.

the spreading out of the storm over 
a wider area was pulling the wind 
velocity down. 


Winds were increasing rapidly at 
Miami and sheets of rain fell. Fears 
that floods will approach 
disaster 
proportions in South Florida, es- 
pecially in the rich winter vegetable 
growing area, were expressed 
by 
authorities.

THE BATTLING AGAINST FIRE 


With national fire losses approaching a staggering 
$750,000,000 annually, thé nation has begun its observ- 
ance of National Fire Prevention Week, October 3 through 
9, with fire safety campaigns in thousands ôf communities 
to save lives, jobs, and property. 


Ten thousand lives are lost in fires each yèar. Most 
of them could be saved by community action, President 
Truman has pointed out in his official Fire Prevention 
Week proclamation. 


Fire destruction in the United States during the 12 
inonths ending June 30, 1948 was $709,839,000 or nearly 
31/* times as great as the devastation câusèd in any one 
year By thè Luftwaff's blitz on Britain. It was nearly 
twice as much as the fire loss for the entire year 1943, and 
12 per cent greater than the losses for the previous 12 
months ending June 30,1947. 


The National Board of Fire Underwriters emphasizes 
that these statistics refléct only the direct property losses 
from firês. Indirect losses are probably three times as 
great, the National Baord estimates. These include fire 
fighting costs, hospital bills, loss oi jobs and production, 
business failures, reduction in community buying power, 
and reductions in savings.. 


Fires attack about 600,000 buildings a year, about 
260,000 of thém dwellings, 56,000 stores and shops, 48,- 
500 apartments and rooming houses, 31,700 manufactur- 
ing plants, 10,200 restaurants and taverns, and 3,600 the- 
aters and amusement places. About 75,000 fires occur an- 
nually in motor vehicles. 


Effective action by local communities can reverse the 
upward trend of losses, as hàs bèén proved by dozens of 
campaigns in various cities. Thé Presidential proclamation 
asked civic orgànizatións tò unite in éfforts to help reduce 
the number of fires and to save lives, jobs, and property.

¿fed littlS man haft sad, bloodshot 
eyes, and he rapped his hèart with 
the force of a i blow. 


"I don't know how you say it*" he 
said to Ted Splits, Associated Press 
sports editor, "but I have things in 
here I want to »say. it is on my con- 
science like . . 


And the rest .was hard to under- 
stand, because his Puerto Rican 
emotion, filtered through a veil of 
broken English. 


The little man. said he was Tony 
Rojas, fight rhénàgèr and Latin 
American sports promoter. Word- 
lessly he held out a letterhead. 


It was printed in purple ink and 
it showed tìie picture of k cleàncut, 
tawny-skinned boy jn boxing trunks, 
fists poised wide apart. That was 
Kid Dinairilta, 147, and the purple 
sheet of stationery said hè was "the 
sensational welterweight champion 
of Central America, AtJTENTÌC." 


But Rojas doesn't manage him 
any more. The Kid died last Wed- 
nesday night in Chicago after a 
fight. 


Rojas lookèd silently at the letter- 
head. Then slowly he began to find 
the words he had walked into the 
office to say; 
Should Be More Padding In Ring 


"What I want to say is . . . boxers 
. . . they should be treated like hu- 
man beings. There should be pad- 
ding in the ring . . . more padding. .. 
not enough now. Not enough for the 
cushion when the fighter he fall over 
backward .. that sometime do more 
than the punch." 


That was what happened, said the 
little man, when The Kid was fatally 
hurt in his fight with Bobby Mc- 
Quillar of Port Huron, Mich. A Chi- 
cago coroner's jury found Dinamita's 
death was accidental and recom- 
mended two chances in the Illinois 
boxing code to keep physically unfit 
fighters from the ring. 


"The Kid was knock down in the 
seventh,," said the littlé man. "When 
he come to his corner . . . he was 
weak. We revive him, and I told 
him . . . keep àwày fròni thè other 
fighter . . to clinch. 


"He Iràs strong again when he 
went out for thè eighth. The people, 
they start to boo him . . . he does 
not clinch anymore . . . he start to— 
what you say?—mix i t . . yes, lie mix 
it. 
.. 
. 
Never Came Oot For 9th 


"When the round it is over we get 
him back to his corner . . . he is still 
conscious. But he say his shoulders .. 
they are very tired. 


"So I tell him . . . take it easy. . . 
see his legs, they are trembling" 


Thè Kid never came out for the 
ninth, and lost on a technical knock- 
out. 


"Thè Kid saw he is all right," 
said the little man, his voicè thick- 
ening. "Sut when hè stanti up . . . I 
seè hè cannot carry his weight . . . 
So wè put him. in thè strèteher . . . 


"I am talking to him on the way 
to the hospital . . . Thè Kid laughs 
That afternoon—bèfòrè thè fight 
—he had talked only about his fam- 
ily . . . about going home for Christ- 
mas. But in the ambulance he talk 
only about fighting. . . About how 
he will win the next fight okay. 
Talked Natural 


"But he talk natural . . . very 
natural . . . 
it look like nothing 
wrong. . . I didn't believe he going 
soon be deceased." 


The little man said that at firs 
they wouldn't let him into the hos- 
pital room where the Kid was being 
given emergency treatment, but he 
insisted. 


"When I got inside I see on the 
right arm something like a trans 
fusion . . . There was a tank and 
two things going into his mouth. 


"The Kid was going like this . 
Rojas drew in and expelled his 
breath violently. 


"Out of his mouth was coming 
the saliva . . . white . . . hardly any 
blood. 


'Later they took me out, because 
I don't know why. I got some coffee 
When I come back they tell , me his 
pulsation—you know, his pulsè . 
it is slow . . . and thèy wouldn't let 
me go in. 


"Then the doctor come out. I ask 
him how is The Kid. He tell me this 
way . . ." 
"He's Gone . . The Kid" 


Rojas waved his hands across his 
face, palms out. 
"He's, gone . . . The Kid. 
"I didn't break down . . so I go in 
and saw him. A couple of nurses 
they are trashing liim. They tell me 
to get out. I ask the doctor what he 
die of . . . he sày màybe 
fièadjnjur- 
ies . . . thèy have to hàvè autopsy . . . 


"Then I break down."

asked to seine Lake Mauvaisterre in 
advance of restocking by the Illinois 
Department of Conservation. 


It seems that the state department 
will not place juvenile bass and 
crappie in lakes which halve not been 
seined for rough fish. The lake at 
Nichols Park was seined last sum- 
mer, qualifying for fish from the 
state hatcheries. 


Removal of hundreds of pounds 
of carp and buffalo from the park 
lake kicked up a lot of argument. 
Many fishermen objected to the re- 
moval of so many big ones, while 
others argue that if the rough fish 
weren't taken out the smaller ones 
would be "et up." 


Some of the points of these argu- 
ments were revived by council mem- 
bers. The aldermen did not take a 
vote on the subject but decided to 
consult a qualified authority. Alder- 
man Kelly said a conservation de- 
partment agent will be glad to meet 
with the council. 


As a council session next week is 
not probable since the members ex- 
pect to attend the Illinois Municip- 
al League convention at Springfield, 
two weeks may pass before the fish 
question receives official considera- 
tion again. 


In the meantime the more genteel 
fish in Lake Mauvaisterre will have 
to be on guard for their own safety. 
The carp and buffalo will get them 
if they don't watch out!

The following statement was pre- 
pared by the board in opposition to 
the proposition up for vote Satur- 
day 


In the Pinal Report of the Mor- 
gan County School Survey Commit- 
tee, Part XI, Item 7 pertains to the 
election of Saturday, October 9. The 
Board of Education of Community 
Unit School District No. 27 opposes 
this proposition for the following 
reasons: 


1. After several months of effort 
in organizing District No. 27, estab- 
lishing bus routes, adopting a text- 
book rental plan, establishing at- 
tendance units, etc., this work would 
be of little value. 


2. The present-per-capita assessed 
valuation per student would be re- 
duced about $7,000 per student. 


3. It is not a County-wide school 
Unit, as a large part of Cass County 
is included and parts of Morgan 
County omitted. 


4. At present, District No. 27 has 
three villages, Arenzville, Chapin, 
and Meredosia, with about the same 
populations* same enrollments, com- 
munity interests, needs and prob- 
lems, in common. 


5. It would be much more difficult 
to provide equal education opportun 
ities for all students in such a large 
district. 
Schools, 
buildings, 
and 
transportation would be difficult to 
equalize. 


6. The District would be too large 
to provide efficient administration 
and much of the personal contacts 
between Board members, the Su 
perintendent, and the people within 
the Community would be lost. We 
feel every person within any district 
should know some of the Board 
members. 


7. A large portion of the area 
within the proposed Unit would 
probably petition to be detached, 
because their community' Interests 
would be located elsewhere. The 
members of the Arenzville Commun- 
ity Club expressed their opposition 
to the proposal in a meeting held 
last Monday night. 


8. The Board sincerely feels It has 
one of the best Community Unit Dis- 
tricts in the state, and that the ma- 
jor problems confronting new dis- 
tricts have been solved. If this elec- 
tion should carry, the people of our 
Unit would not know until next July 
1 the plans of the new Board of Edu- 
cation. Our present Board would be 
greatly handicapped in carrying out 
all future plans. 


9. Our District Is working and if 
other parts of Morgan, Cass, or Scott 
County want to share our organiza 
tion, they will 'be welcome through 
petition for attachment. 


10. The proposed plan has not 
been approved by the Cass County 
Survey Committee. Where the ter- 
ritory involved is located in two or 
more counties, the plan should be 
submitted to those counties. 


11. Remember that if this proposi 
tion carries, the following cities and 
villages will be in your School Dis- 
trict: Jacksonville, South Jackson- 
ville, Woodson, Murrayville, Cenisr- 
ville, Franklin, Alexander, 11 „t- 
berry, Arcadia, Meredosia, Chapin, 
Arenzville, Concord, and all of the 
rural area adjacent to these villages.

condition of seedbeds is almost per- 
fect, with most fields "working like 
a garden." 


Some winter wheat planted before 
the "fly-free dates," Oct. 1-2, has 
sprouted, with the green spikes of 
the young plant showing fast growth. 
See More Wheat Acres 


Most observers say there will be 
a slightly increased acreage of wheat 
sown this year. This is largely due, 
they point out, to the price support 
price of around $2 promised to pro 
ducers at harvest time next year 
The support price has been set at 
90 per cent of parity. The Aug. 15 
parity price for wheat was $2.22 but 
it is expected to be slightly higher 
when the agricultural economvts 
release the new figures on Oct. 15. 


The early soybean harvest also has 
encouraged a greater wheat acreage, 
Many farmers, especially those anx 
ious to raise more clover, have plow- 
ed their combined soybean fields 
and planted wheat to serve as 
nurse crop for next year's legumes. 
Super Phosphite Applied 


Based on the experiences of the past 
few years, many of the producers 
have applied super phosphate to the 
land just ahead of the drill. Amounts 
spread vary from 100 pounds up to 
300 pounds per acre. This slight ad- 
dition has proved very profitable 
lately on most farms, resulting in 
higher yields and better quality 
grain. The chemical evidently con- 
tributes much to the plumpness and 
the weight of the individual berries. 


Pawnee, Prairie and Clarkan var- 
ieties are being planted extensively 
again this season. A good acreage, 
however, has been seeded with Royal, 
the new University of Illinois soft 
winter wheat. 


The small acreages of rye planted 
in August and September are show- 
ing good growths. Some of them 
are already serving as pastures for 
hogs and cattle; others are being 
saved for spring grazirig. 


Fall alafalfa seedings are gener- 
ally good. •

having to make choices; not of ig- 
norance, but of knowledge. And fear 
paralyzes, stampedes, blinds, nar- 
rows life and destroys reason." 
Knowledge of Men Needed 


But merely holding an idea of 
God is not having faith in Him, Dr. 
Thompson warned. "We must begin 
with the love and knowledge of man 
if we wish to love and know God 
Perfect love casteth out fear and 
is the symbol of faith." 


"True religion, true faith, gives us 
courage to face calamity and death 
undismayed," he concluded.

Gravel now is being placed on the 
west portion of the Glasgow-Alsey 
road, which was recently graded 
and.improved.- 


In addition, the pipe line firm 
notified Illinois Power to extend the 
50 percent curtailment to all in- 
terruptible 
customers. 
Previously, 
the reduction had applied only to 15 
industrial users supplied by Illinois 
Power in Decatur, Champaign and 
Danville. 


Illinois Power two weeks ago com- 
plied temporarily with the cutback 
but later restored full service at the 
direction of the State Commerce 
Commission. The "Federal Power 
Commission filed suit last week to 
make Illinois Power obey the cur- 
tailment order. 


E. S. Hight, vice president of Illi- 
nois Power, said today his firm takes 
the position that the Illinois Com- 
mission's directive to ignor! the 
original Panhandle order also ap- 
plies to the new curtailment. 


All four utilities involved in the 
dispute get their natural gas supply 
from Panhandle. 


Commerce Commission and utility 
officials said the following inter- 
ruptible customers would be affected 
by the new curtailment; 


Central Illinois Light—Keystone 
Steel and Wire Co., Caterpillar 
Tractor Co., and Commercial Sol- 
vents Co., all of Peoria. 


Central, Illinois Public Service- 
International Harvester at Canton. 


Central Illinois Eleceric and G a s - 
Lincoln Glass Bottle Co., Lincoln. 


Illinois Power—Abingdon Potter- 
ies, National Enameling and Stamp- 
ing co., Jacksonville, and MacMur- 
ray College at Jacksonville. The 
school gets some gas for its heating 
plant. 


The State Commerce Commission 
was informed of Panhandle's action 
as it began an investigation of the 
natural gas situation in Illinois as it 
affects interruptible contracts. 


Panhandle contended its cutback 
order was taken in order to meet 
contract requirements in Michigan 
and Ohio.
